Please see Mr. Martin's summary at 2a of his and my 
interview with REES on July 24th. 


I have nothing to add to this note, which gives an 
accurate account of the main features of a conversation lasting 
for about two hours and a half. I agree with the conclusions 
set out at the bottom of Page 4, of which (2) is probably the 
most important. 


On this point, I should say that both Martin and TI had 
the firm impression that REES (who was very nervous throughout 
the interview) was not being wholly frank. In making what I am 
convinced was a slip in his reference to BURGESS's Russian contact 
as having come from Paris, he gave us some insight regarding the 
kind of information which he may be concealing from us. 


As you will see, the information which he gave us was 
by no means free from contradiction. On the oe hand, BURGESS 
was notable for his “security consciousness"; and on the other 
he went out of his way to recruit a virtually useless source in 
REES and to inform REES that BLINT was another of his sources. 

On the one hand he has said that he was led to think that BURGESS 
was telling the truth (see Page 2 of 5a); on the other, he 
remaried to us on July 24th that BURGESS appeared to have been 
lying in his mention of BLINT as one of his sources.

This last point is one in regard to which I had, at the 
conclusion of the interview with REES, the strong impression that 
he in fact lnew BURGESS's statement in 1937 about BLUNT to be 
true. In this connection, it is perhaps relevant to consider the 
somewhat curious manner in which REES and BLUNT presented them- 
selves simultaneously at this office in order to volunteer the 
information which has now gone on record in their signed state- 
ments. I feel obliged to record my firm impression - despite the 
absence of evidence to support it - that the explanation of thi 
was as follows. 


Both BLUNT and REES had for many years withheld vital 
information from the seourity authorities. On the face of it, 
it would appear that REES's guilt was the lesser, since he had 
not like BLUNT been employed in the Security Service. REES also 
had less to lose than BLINT, in that the latter's public position 
renders him particularly vulnerable. It seems to me very possib 
that, REES having informed BLUNT that he could no longer withhold 
from the proper authorities at least a part of what he lmew about 
BURGESS, the two men came to an agreement whereby each would 
make a mutually agreed statement. This agreement would include 
an understanding that REES, in implicating BLUNT in BURGESS's 
activities, would do so in a manner which would not prevent BLUNT 
from denying it convincingly.

I have already, as you know, spoken to D.D.G. about 
this theory, and I suggested to him that, if he had an opportuni 
he might attempt to draw BIUNT on the subject before the latter 
left for Greece. No opportunity in fact occurred. 


I should be grateful if you would now consider the 
matter again yourself, with regard to the possibility of our 
telling BLUNT, on his retin to this comtry, that we do not 
accept the truth of his statement wnreservedly, at the same time 
guaranteeing to him (if you think we can go so far) that he will 
not suffer in his career or reputation, if he tells us with 
complete franiness every detail of his knowledge of BURGESS's 
espLlonage.

He was asked whether 
he thought BURGESS had also given up the work and, if so, when; he 
replied that he had always imagined BURGESS would have given up at the same 
time and, in support of this, cited the fact that during the war when 
for the first time he was in possession of valuable secret information, 
BURGESS had never either "pumped" him or suggested that he should resume 
work; he added that during the war BURGESS had seemed entirely happy and 
contented, which he had assumed was due to the fact that he no longer 
considered it necessary to continue this work; he also mentioned that 
efter the war when he had reminded BURGESS of the work BURGESS became 
hysterical and refused to discuss it. 


Variations of these questions were repeated throughout the interview. 
REES, although occasionally inconsistent on minor details, maintained his 
original story.

REES said - and it was a recurring theme throughout his answers - 
that BURGESS was the most complete Marxist he had ever known; that from 
their first meeting in 1929 (when BURGESS was 18 years old) until his 
disappearance, his every thought and action was dictated by his Marxist 
philosophy. 


REES described him as a brilliant historian in his youth and 
always original in his thinking. His views were never clouded by pre- 
judice. He was not, for instance, invariably pro-Soviet; he liked 
England, admired the Labour Government and enjoyed his own social environ- 
ment; he liked Americans, too, and even in the last two years when he 
was bitterly opposed to American foreign policy, he maintained his friend- 
ships with Americans, 


He was unashamedly promiscuous in his homosexual relations, While 
REES agreed that this and his heavy drinking undoubtedly contributed to his 
mental deterioration between 1948 and 1951, REES did not think they were 
the main factors. In REES' view it was due to overwhelming distress at the 
trend of world politics after the war, 


REES said that for BURGESS to have been a Soviet spy in the period 
1934. to 1939 was, in his view, entirely consistent with his character and 
philosophy. Indeed when he recruited REES in 1937 he was able to explain 
his motives entirely on Marxist grounds. When asked to express his views 
on whether BURGESS' interpretation of Marxist philosophy would have enabled 
him to continue spying after 1939 REES could come to no firm conclusions, 
He thought the best guide was BURGESS' attitude towards himself which was 
one of complete disinterest in the work he was doing which BURGESS must 
have known was highly secret. 


PART V. Interrogators' Comments. 


(1) REES' statement that BURGESS was a Communist from 1929 to 193/35 
conflicts with the statements of BLUNT and PHILBY, both of whom said 
that he was not a Communist up to 1953.00 2 Kee =e 


REES was far from convincing when describing his own involvement in 
BURGESS' alleged espionage activities in 1937 - 1939. If REES was 
telling thetruth, BURGESS was an exeeedingly inefficient and insecure 
spy. On the other hand it is aifficult to imagine any motive which 
REES could have had for inventing the whole story. The more probable 
explanation would be that REES has told enough to Serve as an insurance 
against the possibility that we would discover the facts for ourselves; 
but that he has withheld the extent both of his own involvement with 
BURGESS and of BURGESS’ involvement with the Russians; he may also 
have conferred with BLUNT before making his statement in order to give 
BLUNI the opportunity of producing his own denial. 


If this is a correct assessment, the statement that the Russian with 

whom BURGESS was in contact came from Paris may well be true and a slip 
of the tongue; and the alleged involvement of \KATZ) and FELFFER| may well 
be a deliberate false trail laid in the knowledge that it would be 
a@ifficult to check. 


It is perhaps worth adding that on three separate occasions during the 
interview REES demanded to know whether his statement concerning BURGESS' 
espionage had been confirmed from any other source, It could be that 
REES was checking on whether the premiumg he had paid for his insurance 
had been well spent.

Mir. Goronwy REES, the author, of "alcon House, Sonning, Berkshire, 
told last night of his 20 year friendship with Mr. Guy Burgess, one of the two. 
missing British diplomats. 


Just before he left England with Mr. Donald Maclean Burgess telephoned 
te Mr. Rees' wife, Margaret. "Guy Burgess is one of the nicest men I ever knew" 
said Mr. Rees. "To my knowledge he is not a Communist. I have known him since I 
was at Oxford and he was at Cambrdige between 1950 and 1933. He is godfather to 
my youngest child. When he phoned my wife he said ‘1 do not want to speak to 
Goronwy because I know we should quarrel and we would only upset each other. 

I think he referred to an argument we had had a week before about American 

policy. He was convinced that the Americans were provoking a third world war 

and I did not agree with him. He said he would not see me for some time but that 

she and I would both understand why this was so eventually. He has always been 

a leftist but he has always had an enormous admiration for british foreign policy. 

He was in some ways one of the most patriotic Englishmen I have ever known 

and was entirely free from the kind of denigration of British social life and 

political policy which is typical of most Comaumists. He was sans sentimental 
OVCles 
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about England. Two years ago he had a very serious fracture of the skull after 
falling down some steps and has been in almost continuous pain ever since. 

fo this everyone who knew him well would attribute the eccentricities of his 
conduct in the past two years. He is a sick man. I do not believe all the 
unpleasant things printed about him. He is a patriotic Mnglishman but he is also 
a Marxist and it was because he has such a rare grasp of Marx's theory that 

his views were sometimes of extraordinary originality.

whatever I new. I should also add that owing to BURGESS's strange

' be or whether indeed TI was myself what I was supposed to be in this strange 
combination. I did once ask him to whom he gave his informatiom and he 
replied that he had a contact with a Russian whose name he did not know 

and whom he met in small cafes. The only verifiable fact that did lead me 
to think that BURGESS was telling the truth was that on one Occasion: he 
took somnotes from a large bundle which was lying in a cupboard. We now 
arrive at the time of the German-Soviet Pact when BURCESS was away in France 
with BLUNT. 

On his return I told him that the Soviets had rufhed any chance 
of preventing war and that I wished to have no more to do with his organi- 
sation if indeed such a thing existed. He did not agree with my views but 
was extremely distressed. He said that BLUNT also had expressed the same 
views and that under the circumstances we had better give up the whole 
affair but that for obvious reasons it was best if we never mentioned the 
subject again even to each other. After the war I did once or twice refer 
to the subject but on each oceasiom he became extremely agitated and 
refused to discuss the matter. I once in a moment of anger told him 
(untruthfully) that lest he should have any doubts on the subject I had 
deposited a factual account of our association with my Bank. At this he 
was very surppised and alarmed and asked me to describe the document. TI 
should add that from the time of the German Soviet Pact I had no doubt that 
BURGESS had in fact given up his previous association. After the war we 
remained on very intimate terms and I still had no reason to doubt this 
view. In recent months while BURGESS was in America I have received 
several letters from him in which he has expresséd very strongly his dis- 


approval of American foreign policy and his belief that the Americans were 


/deliberately 
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deliberately provoking a third World War which was now imminent. On his 
return from America and indeed on the same day that he arrived he came 

to see me in the country. He was in a highly excited but exalted state 

of mind. He repeated the views he had formed of American foreign “he | 
severely criticised our Embassy for failure to represent the true state of 
affairs and showed me two draft despatches of his which the Embassy had 
refused to send. He said that he intended to show these despatches to 
the Foreign Office and also that he intended to press his views upon 
several influential persons the most important of whom in his eyes was Mr. 
Kenneth YOUNGER whom he believed to sympathise with his opinions. I formed 
the opinion that he thought his efforts would have a genhine effect upon 
the course of policy here. This was the last time I saw him but on Friday 
25th May he had a long and strange conversation with my wife of which I 


have given a full report elsewhere. 


This statement has been read over to me and it is true to the 


best of my belief.

I saw Garonway REES and MASON of Messrs. HENNETT SONS & SHEARS 
at Mr. Bell's flat at 11.30 a.m today. 


REES was already known to me; he was a Don at New College 
when I was there, and I met him later when he was an instructor in the 
Intelligence Corps. MASON is just as JULEP described him - a tough, 
shrewd and quite likeable Scots businessman of about fifty. 


I told Garonway REES and MASON that I knew something of the 
proposition they had to make, but that before discussing it I would 
like to make the security issues in the case quite clear. I t had 
been a surprise to me to learn that they kmew anything at all about 
JULEP's resignation, I admitted that their assumption that he has 
resigned and was available in this country was correct, but emphasised 
as strongly as possible that this fact was known only to a very few 
people and that knowledge of it must continue to be carefully restricted, 
both in the national interest and in the interest of JULEP's own safety. 
It must be clearly understood that the matter must not be discussed 
outside the small circle which has knowledge of it, and which now included 
Garonway REES, MASON and YORKE of BENNETT SONS & SHEARS, 


This warning was taken in good part, and I think Garonway REES 
was conscious of some guilt in having let his co-directors know anything 
about JULEP's present position, 


I then made it clear that whatever the firm had to offer, we for 
our part intended to proceed with plans which were already well under 
way to assist JULEP in starting life in a new country. We were doing 
this, I explained, for the sake of his own security, he himself having 
said that this country is “too small for him", 


MASON then outlined the firm's proposals. These are as already 
related by Garonway REES to D,D.G,, that is to say:- 


4. Short Term, The firm requires JULEP's advice on the relative 
merits of present day processes for manufacturing penicillin, 
including the process which CHAIN claims to have invented. 
They would like JULEP to produce a “flow-sheet" embodying his 
view, and would be prepared to pay him about £50 for this 
service, 


2. Long Term, If JULEP completes the short term task to the firms 
satisfaction, they would wish him to continue to co-operate with 
them if and when they are successful in placing contracts for 
the delivery of penicillin manufacturing equipment to various 
overseas countries. During this period, which I understand 
would amount to two or three months, they would pay him a 
commission on the total value of the contracts placed, MASON 
nemed no definite sum, but admitted that JULEP would stand to 
profit considerably. 


MASON and Garonway REES would like to meet JULEP as soon 4s 
possible in order to discuss these proposals. The reason for the hurry 
seems to be they are in fear of losing their markets; I think they also 
have some misgivings as to what CHAIN may be up to behind their backs. 


In conclusion, I said that I could not commit myself to 


/arranging a meeting 
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arranging a meeting until I had had some time to consider the 
full implications of what had been said, especially in so far 
as the proposals advanced by the firm might conflict with our 


plans for sending JULEP abroad. It was agreed however that I 
would let Garonway REES know tomorrow _

I firet mew Guy BURGESS when he was an undergraduate at 
Cambridge end I was at Oxford. At this time he was an active Camamist. 
This would be shout 1932 te 1933. te later (query) 1955 left the Party 
wlth considerable publieity. ‘his gave emsiderable offence to many of 
his friends incliiling uyself though I was not « member of the Party. I 
Sia not then seo him for sume time but heard that his political views had 
totally altered, that he had become in effect a fesciat, and wan active 
im prometing aseccletions between this ecuntry and the Gernen National 
Seeleliste. I @id on one cocasicn moet his by chenoe and reproach hin 
for his change of views and his new right wing associates one cf whoa was 
Captain Jack MACZAMARA WLP. te when I believe DURIEES was then Secretary. 
te parted on bed terme end again I Gid not see him for aaue time. In f 
welieve 1937 or perhepe earlier we 41d meet again and once again becane 
close friends. A little later I erote am article in the “Spectator” by 
gwhigh BURGESS professed to be very deeply impressed. He said to ne that 


he wag working on behalf ef an anti Pasoist organisation en’ that his 
teak wos to esllect confidentisl pelitioal information and later he said 
that this organisation vas in fact the Comintern or rather a seeret branch 
of it.
